VIDEO LOTTERY PROPOSED IN MINNESOTA 


Legislation has been introduced in both houses of the 
Minnesota Legislature that would authorize video lot- 
tery in hospitality establishments. 

Under the proposed law, the state would own/lease 
and operate the machines, but installation, service, and 
maintenance would be provided by private companies. 

Michael Anderson, public affairs director for the Min- 
nesota Operators of Music and Amusements (MOMA), 
said the bill has the support of several top legislative 
leaders. “It is being looked upon as a major source of 
funds at a time of extreme budget shortfall in this state,” 
Anderson explained. “This is the first time we’ve had 
this kind of support for video lottery.” Anderson said 
state officials believe that private operation of the ma- 
chines is not allowed under the constitutional amend- 
ment authorizing the state lottery, a position that 
MOMA disputes. 

A maximum of 10 machines would be allowed in on- 
sale liquor establishments and beer-only outlets where 
more than half of the revenue is generated from such 
sales. Close to 3,500 establishments would qualify. 

According to the proposal, service contracts could 
range between 3/10-7/10 of one cent per each 25-cent 


credit for maintenance providers. Each contract would | 


be negotiated by the state lottery director. “In addition, 
the maintenance provider would be chosen by the re- 
tailer because they are familiar with the coin machine 
operators and the quality of their service,” Anderson 
said. 

The lottery director will be responsible for setting the 
criteria each maintenance provider must meet, and the 
law would prohibit video lottery machine manufactur- 
ers from receiving maintenance contracts. Maximum 
bets and prizes would be established at $2 and $1,000 re- 
spectively, and the terminals would be linked to a cen- 
tral communication system. 

Net proceeds would be divided between a proposed 
education trust fund (60 percent) and an energy and nat- 
ural resources fund that already receives 40 percent of 
the current lottery’s net proceeds. However, Anderson 
said the passage of video lottery should bring the latter 
fund to its legal threshold of $1 billion by 1998, more than 
10 years ahead of schedule. At that time all of the pro- 
ceeds would then be dedicated to education.

An internal, arti- 
ficial intelligence mechanism prevents uneven match- 
es. The basic linking kit includes a new chip set and link- 
ing cable; the deluxe kit also contains a neon marquee. 
Kits are available for the full-motion simulator, deluxe 
sit-down, and upright models.

Five major categories are 
covered: Red Eye, the video game forum; Brain Candy, 
informational non-game multimedia titles; Screening 
Room, multimedia screen savers; Pipeline, previews of 
hot new interactive titles; and Back at Us, a suggestion 
box through which users can share their thoughts with 
the company. 


NSM ANNOUNCES DISCOUNT OFFER | 


In an unprecedented move, NSM-America is offering 
a deep discount combination offer to make all music op- 
erators aware of the benefits of NSM wall-mount juke- 
boxes. The offer is available only through 
authorized/participating NSM distributors. John Mar- 
gold, NSM vice president of sales and marketing, ex- 
plained, “It’s called the $500 Golden Voucher Program. 
Every time an operator buys one of our current floor 
models (Solid Gold or Nostalgia Gold) from now until 
June 1, 1995, he gets a $500 voucher good as cash toward 
the purchase of any NSM wall-mount jukebox models.

Knock on wood, it’s been good 


t was a pleasure doing the 50th an- 
niversary story on Brady Distributing 
in this issue and the Century Club in- 
terview with Steve Kordek last 
month. Why? Because hearing what 
these long-time industry veterans 
have to say not only gives us a peek 
into the past, it gives us a glimpse into 
the future. 

In his guest commentary this 
month, Steve Bodenstein encourages 
conversations with those who have 
been in the industry for years. It’s 
through these talks that you come to 
understand how the industry was. 
Why should that be important? 

That’s a good ques- 
tion, but it’s a question 
that has a logical an- 
swer. The past is noth- 
ing but circumstances 
and stabs of fate that 
have combined to give 
us the present. All of 
us can think of a few 
things that would 
have changed our 
lives completely had 
we taken a different 
fork in the road. Steve 
Kordek could have 
stayed in Oregon and 
made his career in 
the forestry service. 
But fate intervened 
one rainy day and 
coin-op was the richer 
for it. 

C.B. Brady had dab- 
bled in many potential careers before 
settling on coin-op by way of a penny 
postcard machine. He could have 
stuck with produce, construction, or 
whatever, but it didn’t happen that 
way and his son and grandson are 
here to tell you what’s happened since 
C.B. started his business. 

I look at companies like Dynamo, 
which was started 20 years ago by Bill 
Rickett because he couldn’t get the 
equipment he wanted to operate. He 
decided he could build a better 
mousetrap...er, foosball table and 
that’s exactly what he did. Dynamo’s 
come a long way from the early days, 
but the past will always be what made 
the present much sweeter. 

But again, you may be wondering 
why the past should have any bearing 
at all on what is going on now. After 
all, even the equipment was different; 
operators operated in their own 
unique way; and the business was not

displayed for public comment quite 
like it is now. But that’s precisely why 
it’s important. We can look at things 
that sent the public haywire with out- 
rage, analyze why they made such a 
fuss, and try to foresee it next time. 
Some remember when Exidy’s Death 
Race sent the media scurrying for 
their poison pens. 

Each decade has seen a list of ac- 
complishments along with some prob- 
lems. If we think we’ve got it bad, 
think of how the industry felt when 
pinball was declared illegal all over 
the place because some felt they were 
nothing but gambling machines. Fun- 
ny? Maybe now it seems ludicrous but 
maybe 10 years from now someone 
will think it’s hilarious that anyone 
could possibly have thought video 
poker machines should be outlawed! 

Little chunks of fate constantly are 
bombarding us. Video games hit hard, 
in fact, they became the industry. But 
as C.B. Brady observed when the com- 
pany first started selling them, sales 
were brisk but the bottom line wasn’t 
growing proportionately. Frenzied 
sales do not always translate to more 
profit. It was with this revelation that 
return on investment became even 
more vital. It was a lesson that was 
learned and many are continuing to 
learn. Sure a new video game might 
make $1,000 per week. WOW! Now the 
reality: the game costs $10,000 and will 
likely run its course in a matter of 
months. 

Industry veterans talk about the ba- 
sics, the staples of the industry. A pool 
table, for instance, has a life expectan- 
cy of up to eight years. Collections 
most likely will never be $1,000 per 
week, but they’ll be consistent and 
steady for many, many weeks. And the 
table doesn’t cost anywhere near 
$10,000! But we know from experience 
that you need to have new equipment 
to attract players. 

We re on a learning curve that will 
never end. As each cycle passes, we 
go on a little wiser and armed with 
some history of our own to share with 
newcomers. Make it a point to seek 
out one of the industry oldtimers (I 
mean the word with the greatest re- 
spect) and ask them about the indus- 
try’s history. You'll walk away smiling 
when you realize what a rich indus- 
try this is. And be willing to share 
some of your own stories with those 
coming along. A

Understanding the 


Equipment Poll 


t is asad state of affairs when respon- 
dents to our monthly Equipment Poll 
start putting Ms. Pac-Man and High 
Speed in the write-in vote column as 
high earning games. This happened for 
real last month and it was not one isolat- 
ed ballot. Are readers trying to say 
something about the decline in video 
revenue? 

When ballots come in with well-known 
game titles rated at two or three points 
out of a possible score of 10, something’s 
wrong. The same holds true when the 
video kit list shrinks to 
20 instead of 30 because 
so many games are rat- 
ed at four points. 
Games that rate lower 
than five points are not 
included in the poll re- 
sults. 

Our poll first ap- 

peared in its present 
form in June 1989. In 
our 20-year history the 
poll has taken on many 
different configura- 
tions in an attempt to 
accurately (as best we 
can) determine game 
performance based on 
the experiences of our 
operator readers. 
The only change came 
in January 1992 when 
we recognized the significance of re- 
demption games and added them to our 
ballot. Still, the bulk of the responses 
center on videos and pins. This fact leads 
us to conclude that most respondents’ 
livelihoods depend on this equipment 
more than any other, and that they have 
not made the move to redemption with 
many of their fellow operators. 

After six years in this format we find 
there are still readers who do not under- 
stand how our poll is conducted and 
what all the numbers mean. Ballots are 
color-coded for the month and mailed to 
operator subscribers with postage-free 
envelopes for their return. No photo- 
copies or faxed polls are accepted, only 
originals sent via mail. 

The first page of the ballot lists cur- 
rently available videos (dedicated and 
kit) and pinballs in alphabetical order by 
game name. Games are added as we 
learn of their distribution; they are re- 
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moved when they are not rated for six 
months in a row. Thus some older fa- 
vorites remain on the ballot while some 
new ones come and go quickly. Games 
beyond three years old are automatical- 
ly removed to allow space for new titles. 

The second page of the ballot lists cur- 
rently available redemption equipment 
in the categories of alley bowlers, sports 
games, coin drop games, cranes, coin 
pushers, children’s games, roll downs, 
and novelties in alphabetical order by 
game name. 

Respondents are asked to rate the 
games on ascale of one to 10, with 10 for 
superior earnings, and to write the num- 
ber in a space next to the game. Space is 
allowed at the bottom of each page for 
write-in votes to cover new introduc- 
tions, or possibly older games that per- 
form exceedingly well. Five or more 
write-in votes can bring back a game, 
which is why Terminator 2 pinball ap- 
peared with a high rating one time when 
it was no longer on the printed ballot. 
Point values that appear next to the 
games are an average of the written 
scores. 

Longevity points are based on where 
games appear in the combined video 
and pinball list of 60 game titles. The 
number one game is awarded 60 points; 
the number two game gets 59 points, and 
down the line to one point for the game 
in 60th place. Games that go off the polla 
few months and then return still hold on 
to their longevity points. Brand new 
games, or those reappearing after a long 
hiatus, must start at zero in terms of 
longevity points. 

The poll is a gauge of game success, to 
a point. Readers must know their own lo- 
cations, consider their budgets, and then 
make game purchases (new and used) 
based on their own requirements, not 
necessarily opting for the first place 
game in any given category. 

We don’t claim to have a foolproof 
method of rating equipment. God, in his 
infinite wisdom, has not given any mor- 
tal the answer to that mystery. Since the 
industry is composed of small, medium, 
and large operations, and not all of them 
can buy every new game, our poll pre- 
sents a realistic picture of the market- 
place today. Judging from operator com- 
ments, itis accurate. A 
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Now you can get a dart machine

7-segment displays so it can post scores 
for all kinds of different dart games.

Acclaim Entertain- 
ment Inc. has entered 
into an agreement to pur- 
chase all the outstanding 
shares of Lazer-Tron 
Corp. in amove company 
representatives say will 
enhance its coin-op en- 
tertainment presence. 

The agreement, which 
was announced last 
month and has not been 
finalized, would entail a 
stock for stock merger in 
which Lazer-Tron shares 
are valued at $8 per 
share. 

Allyne Mills, a 
spokesperson for Ac- 
claim, said that Lazer- 
Tron, a California-based 
coin-op redemption com- 
pany, would remain in- 
tact. 

However, it is not cer- 
tain at this time what 
shape the new joint ven- 
ture will take. “In terms 
of how Lazer-Tron will be 
incorporated into our 
coin-op division, it’s a lit- 
tle too early to tell,” Mills 
said. “The deal still has to 
close and that will take 90 
days.” 

The merger is subject 
to negotiation and fair ex- 
ecution of definitive doc- 
umentation, the receipt 
by Lazer-Tron of a favor- 
able fairness opinion, and 
the approval of Lazer- 
Tron’s shareholders. 

Lazer-Tron has also 
granted Acclaim an op- 
tion to acquire 250,000 
shares of common stock 
at the same price if the 
definitive agreement is 
not entered into under 
certain circumstances. 

Lazer-Tron, which was 
founded in 1988, is aman- 
ufacturer of technologi- 
cally advanced, coin-op 
ticket redemption games 
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for use in family enter- 
tainment centers and 
other entertainment 
venues. The company’s 
games include Spin-To- 
Win, Ribbit Racin, After- 
shock, and Pogger. 

“We are excited about 
our acquisition of Lazer- 
Tron as it broadens Ac- 
claim’s offerings in the 
coin-op segment,” said 
Gregory Fischbach, 
chairman of Acclaim. 
“Lazer-Tron also presents 
us with further opportu- 
nities to expand our li- 
brary and exploit new 
successful properties 
across our growing enter- 
tainment business.” 

According to Mills, the 
move is part of Acclaim’s 
overall strategy of utiliz- 
ing properties across var- 
ious entertainment 
venues. 

“We will seek to use 
Lazer-Tron in other ar- 
eas,’ she said. “There are 
real measurable syner- 
gies among all the prop- 
erties we have devel- 
oped.”

Video gaming up for 
grabs in Illinois 


The Illinois state sen- 
ate held hearings last 
month on a bill that 
would authorize video 
gaming at nationally 
chartered social and fra- 
ternal clubs. 

Senate president Pate 
Philip introduced the bill 
in February. The pro- 
posed legislation would 
put video gaming under 
the authority of the state 
lottery. 

Operators in the state 
are supporting the bill, 
along with an amend- 
ment that would allow 
gaming in alcohol bever- 
age outlets. 

“We are supporting the 
bill but we want to ex- 
pand it,” said Ray Shroy- 
er of Metro Amusements, 
who chairs the state asso- 
ciation video gaming 
committee. “You can’t 
run that market on just 
clubs and fraternals. It’s 
too narrow.” 

The bill proposed by 
Philip would also crimi- 
nalize any gray area 
game, making it a felony 
to possess any of the 
games in places other 
than nationally chartered 
clubs. 

With the state taking 
20 percent, Shroyer said 
that would generate $230 
million in tax revenue in 
the first year if video 
gaming is expanded. 

“It’s really a turnkey op- 
eration for the state,” he 
said, adding that support 
should be strong in the

southern end of the state 
which has not benefited 
from riverboat gaming. 

The state operators’ 
association has formed a 
coalition with associa- 
tions representing the 
liquor, hotel/motel, and 
bowling industries in IIli- 
nois to support the ex- 
pansion of video gaming 
in a state that has close to 
$2 billion in debt. 

With that support, 
Shroyer said, chances for 
SsuCCeSS are good. 

However, there may 
also be support among 
state officials for expand- 
ing video gaming to the 
racetracks, and that 
could be detrimental for 
operators. 

“Tf they throw it to the 
tracks and they throw it 
to the clubs, we'll never 
get it,” Shroyer predict- 
ed. “The wall will be too 
tall.”

Hlinois gambling 
probe convicts seven 


A four-year Internal 
Revenue Service probe in 
Illinois has come to a 
close, resulting in the 
conviction of seven busi- 
nessmen charged with vi- 
olating federal laws. 

Those convicted in- 
clude Mary Freeman, Ted 
Furkin, Connie Hughes, 
and David Lanzotti of All- 
star Music Inc., in Spring- 
field; and George John- 
ston, Bud Kelly, and 
Connie Kelly of Keeran 
Vending in Bloomington. 

Johnston, Bud Kelly, 
and Connie Kelly pled 
guilty. Lanzotti was 
charged with illegal gam- 
bling and conspiracy to 
defraud. Freeman, Hugh- 
es, and Smith were 
charged with illegal gam- 
bling. 

According to The State 
Journal Register of 
Springfield, Furkin was 
charged with “conspiracy 
to defraud the IRS, wit- 
ness tampering, obstruc- 
tion of justice, and unreg- 
istered transactions in 
gambling devices.” 

All those charged were 
found guilty on all counts, 
with one exception: the 
jury could not deliver a 
verdict on one count of 
witness tampering 
against Furkin. 

During the five-week 
trial the prosecution al- 
leged that in addition to 


pool tables and jukebox- 
es, Allstar also had of- 
fered video poker ma- 
chines and reel games 
(referred to as video slot 
machines) to taverns and 
restaurants in central Illi- 
nois and Springfield. 

The government al- 
leged that Furkin and his 
associates were not only 
aware that patrons were 
paid off at these loca- 
tions, but that they 
shared winnings with the 
owners. Sentencing will 
take place on April 24. 

Furkin’s attorneys 
have appealed the con- 
viction. Furkin’s daugh- 
ter, Dianna F. Ross, is 
hopeful that an addition- 
al illegal gambling 
charge will be overturned 
by the judge. 

“These machines are 
licensed by the state,” 
maintains Ross. “We are 
very optimistic about the 
outcome.” 

As far as business is 
concerned, Allstar is still 
running and doing fine, 
says Ross, who has 
stepped in and taken her 
dad’s place with the com- 
puter software program, 
The Silent Partner, which 
he designed. Added Ross, 
“If can run my company 
as well as he runs his, I'll 
be happy. I’m very proud 
to have him as my father.”

In Memory: Carl Brown 





“The superior man does not set his mind either for any- 
thing or against anything, what is right he will follow. ”

The coin-op industry is 
saddened after losing 
Carl Brown of B & B Mu- 
sic and Amusement 
Equipment Co. in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, on March 3 at 
the age of 63. Carl had 
undergone extensive 
heart surgery last year, 
which was deemed suc- 
cessful. 

However, after failing 
health, Carl was forced to 
undergo heart surgery 
one more time. Though 
doctors had given him a 
slim five percent chance 
of making it out of the op- 
erating room, he not only 
made it through surgery 
but seemed to be recov- 
ering well beyond expec- 
tations. 

But Carl took a turn 
for the worse less than 
two weeks later and it 
was evident that he 
would not survive. He had 
signed a living will, mak- 
ing it clear that he did not 
want heroic measures 
adopted to extend his life, 
and his family reluctantly 
agreed to abide by his 
wishes. 

Fate intervened, tak- 
ing any decisions out of 
his family’s hands, when 
Carl quietly passed away 
after saying good-bye to 
his wife Nita and sons 
Evan, Greg, Michael, and 
Eric. Carl also had nine 
grandchildren. 

Although it’s hard to 
imagine Carl in any other 
industry but coin-op, he 
had quite a history and 
some interesting stories 
to tell from another very 
different business—edu- 
cation. After graduating 
from high school, where 
he was captain of the 
football team, Carl went 
on to Western Reserve 
University, where he con- 
tinued playing football 
and was class president. 

In 1958 Carl was a tru- 
ant officer for the Cleve- 
land school system and 
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also was the owner of the 
Nut House Cafe, a bar he 
had purchased with a 
partner in the early ‘50s. 
It wasn’t long before Carl 
moved on to teaching so- 
cial studies and coaching 
football at a middle 
school in Cleveland. In 
1962, reports of his affilia- 
tion with the bar became 
an issue with the school 
board and he was 
promptly fired. 
Ironically, notes his 
son Evan, everyone knew 
about the bar and that he 
worked there on week- 
ends. Carl told the Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer news- 
paper at the time: “Ifthe 
board had asked me to 
quit the bar before the 
newspaper stories, I 
would have chosen the 
teaching profession.” 
During the ordeal, 
Carl received much-ap- 
preciated support from 
his students. There was 
so much support that his 
appeal hearing before 
the board had to be held 
in the gym because the 
school board office was 





too small! 
In fact, students pick- 


eted outside of the school 
on the day of the hearing. 


Yet Carl’s dismissal 
stood. Instead of holding 


a grudge, he decided that 


if he couldn't fight city 
hall, certainly he could 
join it. He was deter- 
mined to give something 
back to the schools by 
running for the school 
board. 

That’s just what he did 
and he won, serving for 
eight years. While on the 
school board he worked 
for the Vocational Guid- 
ance and Rehabilitation 
Service providing coun- 
seling for emotionally- 


disturbed youngsters. He 
taught them job skills and 
helped them find jobs. He 


and his wife also operat- 
ed asummer day camp. 


For the last years of his 
life, Carl was active inB & 


B Music, a company he 
founded in the ‘50s with 
his brother Sanford. The 
company developed into 
a family business, as evi- 
denced by Carl’s sons 


38 


Evan and Greg working 
full time along with San- 
ford and Carl. 

Yes, Carl loved the 
coin machine business 
but he had another great 
love—his motorcycle, a 
Honda Gold Wing. Carl 
and Nita spent many 
hours traveling around 
the country on the bike. 
Evan told us that Carl 
had just recently bought 
anew motorcycle and 
was looking forward to 
chalking up the miles 
on it. 

Carl was the epitome 
of an active state associa- 
tion member. He knew 
there was stiff competi- 
tion, but also that all op- 
erators were in the same 
boat and had to stick to- 
gether. He once threw a 
party at his house, stress- 
ing that it was not an as- 
sociation activity but sim- 
ply a gathering of friends 
who happened to be in 
the same business. He 
was proud of that party, 
noting that it truly helped 
unite operators. 

Tragedy struck the 
Brown family nine years 
ago when Carl and Nita 
lost their son Mark. Carl 
never quite got over the 
loss, but didn’t hesitate to 
share his grief if he 
thought it would help 
someone else. He’d talk 
about his trips to the 
cemetery, trying to make 
some sense out of sucha 
senseless tragedy. Mark 
was in Carl’s thoughts at 
the end when he told his 
family that if he didn't 
make it, Mark would be 
waiting for him. 

Good-bye Carl. And 
Mark, watch over the 
man who took good care 
of all the friends who 
knew and loved him. He 
will be missed, but the 
memories and inspiration 
will live on in his family, 
his friends, and the coin 
machine industry.

The best and worst of times 


t was the best of times, it was 
the worst of times. It was either 
the French Revolution or the 
coin-op business. According to 
the Federal Reserve Board the 
economy is overheating and 
the danger of inflation is ram- 
pant. According to many oper- 
ators the economy is fair to 
poor and the only rampant in- 
flation we see is in the prices of 
new equipment. Who is right? 
So what else is new? 

In my 20 years of coin-op 
there have been only two con- 
stants. One, operators com- 
plain. (Well, this is America, 
right?) Two, nothing lasts. There 
are no magic solutions, no 
panacea, no Genies in the lamp, 
no one right way to operate, no 
one right type of equipment to 
buy. Mechanical games from 
1973—that was the hottest thing 
since toilet paper in Moscow— 
exist only in the memories of 
our oldest operators. 

Strip center video arcades 
that appeared like mushrooms 
after a rainstorm in the late ‘70s 
and early ‘80s have become one 
of the hottest negative growth in- 
dustries in memory. Pinballs that 
minted money just two years ago 
have retreated from the hot seat 
to simply being a staple of the 
business. Nothing lasts. 

So what’s an operator to do? 
Well, we can all complain. But, 
since we’ ve been doing this for 
at least the last 20 years and 
nothing has changed, I suggest 
that this is an ineffective ap- 
proach. A more positive ap- 
proach might be to view this in- 
dustry from a historical as well 
as a personal perspective. 

If you believe that in this in- 
dustry anything lasts, or that it 
even should last, I do believe 
that you are a prime candidate 
to seek other opportunities. We 
are in the novelty entertainment 
business. If your equipment isn’t 
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novel and your approach to the 
business isn’t novel, then go sell 
cars. Novel means new, differ- 
ent, unusual, odd, unconven- 
tional. If you don’t have change 
in equipment, style, presenta- 
tion, and promotion then you 
have little incentive with which 
to part players from their hard- 
earned cash. 

Now that I have offered these 
sage statements, what the hell 
am I saying? Gain some histori- 
cal perspective. If you are rela- 
tively new to this industry, take 
time to speak with some of the 
old timers. Everyone enjoys the 
opportunity to talk about their 
experiences and the history of 
the business. 

Where do you meet these 
people and get the opportunity 
to speak with them? Try joining 
and attending meetings of your 
state trade association. Try at- 
tending your local distributor's 
open houses (usually held after 
the trade shows). And make the 
effort to attend the major trade 
shows. The true purpose of all 
these events is to obtain infor- 
mation. And since they exist 
make the most of them. 

From these events and these 
people you can learn about pre- 
vious booms and busts and how 
they survived. What worked? 
What didn’t work? They're still 
here so they probably have 
some valuable advice to share. 

Gain some personal experi- 
ence perspective. What in your 
operation is actually making 
money? No, not what do you 
think is making money, what is 
really making money? The eas- 
iest thing to do is to check your 
computer. What? No comput- 
er? Fool! If you don't know what 
is taking place within your op- 
eration, how do you expect to 
survive? There is simply no ex- 
cuse. A perfectly serviceable 
computer and a program de-

Brady Dist.: 50 years 
young and going strong 


rady Distributing is celebrating 
its 50th anniversary in the coin- 
op business and on April 7-8 
customers and friends will join 
them for an anniversary party 
and open house. It all began in 
Greensboro, North Carolina, 
where Clyde Brevard “C.B.” 
Brady was born in 1910. After 
graduating from high school, 
he went straight to work in a 
variety of jobs including stints 
in the construction and furni- 
ture industries. 

The first business he owned 
was a fruit stand in Burlington, 
N.C.. When the Depression hit, 
C.B. worked in a soda shop ad- 
jacent to the United Dollar

store. It was during this time 
that he had his first encounter 
with a coin-operated machine. 
He couldn’t help but notice the 
penny-operated postcard ven- 
dor that fascinated kids while 
they were having a soda or sim- 
ply hanging out. 

He sensed a businenss op- 
portunity and soon was the 
proud owner of two of the post- 
card machines. He placed one 
of them underneath a movie 
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marquee. Kids, anxious to get a 
card with the popular Western 
movie actor Fred Thomson's 
picture on it, were putting up to 
25 pennies in the one-cent ma- 
chine! 

It wasn’t long before the 
country was plunged deeper 
into the Depression. C.B., 
meanwhile, continued to get 
deeper into the coin machine 
business. He added manually- 
operated tabletop pin games to 
his route. C.B. did well with the 
machines, a feat in itself con- 
sidering that Prohibition had 
shut down bars and taverns, the 
most likely locations for these 
table top units. 

In 1933 C.B. moved to 
Durham with his wife Maude 
and began a route consisting 
primarily of the countertops, 
which by then had jumped to 
nickel play. Brady had nearly 
500 of them out on location. 
Though C.B.’s route was im- 
pressive by any standards of 
the time, it was destined to 
grow even larger. 

Prohibition ended around 
this time and C.B. saw a ripe 
opportunity to expand his mu-

Sic business. Locations were 
opening up like mushrooms 
and people did not hesitate to 
alter their leisure activities 
over to the newly-legalized tav- 
erns. As now, what better loca- 
tions than taverns to place 
jukeboxes. 

The company, called Brady 
Music Co. because of C.B.’s re- 
cent discovery of the power of 
music, was” growing past 
Durham and into neighboring 
communities like Hillsboro, 
Raleigh, and Henderson. When 
the country was plunged into 
the war, many companies were 
forced to close. However, Brady 
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landed exclusive privileges to 
operate music and games at an 
army camp near Durham. 

C.B. loved music, especially 
Wurlitzer jukeboxes. Brady 
Music was one of Wurlitzer’s 
biggest operators toward the 
end of World War II. It was in- 
evitable that Wurlitzer would 
offer C.B. the opportunity to be 
the company’s distributor. The 
commitment to Wurlitzer 
would take C.B., Maude, and 
their three  children—Jon, 
Jane, and Jerry—to Charlotte. 

Brady Distributing proudly 
opened its doors at 300 W.Third 
Street in Charlotte in 1945 and 
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A Fine Tradition 
of Service and Dedication 
to the Coin-Op Industry 
Past, Present & Future 
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was soon in high gear. But it 
was hardly the Brady Distribut- 
ing we know today. Back then 
the first and only product for 
awhile was the legendary post- 
war Wurlitzer 1015. The most 
famous and expensive of all an- 
tique jukeboxes today was in 
production for two years. 

A new 1015 in the mid-’40s 
went for about $795 and they 
were impossible to keep in 
stock. Soon the price rose to 
$995 but sales did not slow. Dur- 
ing this time Brady, while con- 
centrating on selling new juke- 
boxes, also fixed and sold old 
ones. The staff included C.B.,a 
manager, and a serviceman. 
C.B. also had a partner named 
J.H. Wilburn, who helped him 
manage his routes in Charlotte 
and Durham. Brady handled 
the Wurlitzer line until the mid- 
70S. 

After its success with jukebox- 
es, soon pool tables and several 
vending lines were added to the 
mix. The company quickly out- 
grew its space and moved to 620 
W. Morehead, where the compa- 
ny stayed until further growth 
necessitated another move, this 
time to 513 E. Trade St. 

Brady was truly a music com- 
pany until 1955 when bumper 
pool tables were introduced. 
With the success of that en- 
deavor, another move was nec- 
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essary, to 1900 W. Morehead. 
The ‘60s saw the popularity of 
six-pocket pool tables and 
Brady was on the scene selling 
as many as the company could 
get its hands on. 

It wasn’t until 1967 that the 
company got into the game 
business with pinballs. Until 
that time, as in many other 
states, pinballs were declared 
illegal because they were con- 
sidered gambling devices. 
Many will remember the trials 
that pitted the “skill vs. chance” 
factor of pinballs that took 
place all over the United States. 
The use of flippers greatly 
helped those arguing that the 
games were based on skill. In 
North Carolina, an antiquated 
law that had been on the books 
since 1920 was enough to ren- 
der pinballs illegal.

When Brady entered the 
game business, it was done with 
the same enthusiasm as seen 
with other types of equipment. 
Brady was soon finding tremen- 
dous sales with the new solid- 
state pinballs introduced in the 
mid- to late-’70s. There were 
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Bally’s 8-Ball, Playboy, Night 
Rider, etc. 

In the ‘70s, the industry 
turned wild. Video games (or 
TV games as many called them) 
began sweeping through the in- 
dustry like an out-of-control 
fire. Locations demanded the 
new entertainment, sometimes 
at the expense of other equip- 
ment, most notably the juke- 
box. By now, although always 
loyal to Wurlitzer, Brady was 
forced to seek another jukebox 
line when Wurlitzer made 
changes that made it far from 
the reliable workhorse it had 
been. Wurlitzer made plans to 
close up shop, and Brady an- 
nounced that it was taking on 
the Rock-Ola line. 

Video games brought a host 
of changes within the industry 
and certainly within companies

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in the industry. C.B. Brady had 
always maintained that service 
was what set companies apart. 
He often said that if you take 
care of fixing your customer’s 
equipment, you will be success- 
ful. But video games made that 
commitment to customers diffi- 
cult. C.B. admitted that during 
the video boom years, service 
was not adequate. Things were 
happening too fast, and the 
company was suffering tremen- 
dous growing pains. 

But those times taught Brady 
a valuable lesson the company 
has carried through to this day: 
Brady is proud of its service de- 
partment and has vowed never 
to be caught short again. The 
video explosion was a jumping 
off period for Brady when the 
company realized that even 
with escalating sales, the bot-

and it was a time for reassess- 
ing the business. 

The video game part of the 
business was so large that still 
another (and final) move was 
needed. Brady Distributing 
moved to the present location 
at 4308 Wilmont and a 40,000- 
square-foot facility. This place 
was designed by C.B. from 
scratch and is tailored to the 
coin machine business. There 
are executive offices, impres- 
Sive service areas, a huge 
warehouse, and an equipment 
Showroom. The loading dock is 
large enough to accommodate 
Brady’s own fleet of tractors 
and vans. 


A good staff 


From the days of three em- 
ployees to the now over 150 em- 
ployees, one thing has not 
changed. It’s the personal side 
of working with Brady Distrib- 
uting. C.B. once noted that he 
knew his customers, their 
wives, and even their kid’s 
names. In fact, he claimed his 
wife even knew most of the cus- 
tomers by name. 

When C.B.’s son Jon P. joined 
the company full time in the 
‘60s, he continued that tradition 
of personal attachment to cus- 
tomers. “Our customers are 
why we are as successful as we 
have been and we don’t forget 
that,” noted Jon P., who was 
promoted to president in 
1975.” We have always stressed 
customer service. The infra- 
structure we've built in sales, 
service, credit, and our ware- 
house is all part of the service 
we offer our customers both be- 
fore and after the sale. It’s 
worked well.” 

Jon P. joined his dad after 
graduating from the University 
of North Carolina in Chapel 
Hill. But he was certainly no 
stranger to the company. He 
had spent his summer vaca-

tions and many after-school 
hours at Brady Distributing. 
When he joined the company 
full time, he worked in the re- 
pair shops and then went out 
on the road as asalesman. “I lit- 
erally worked my way up, 
learning what I needed to know 
every step of way. I wasn't put in 
a position of responsibility that 
I wasn’t prepared for,” Jon P. 
noted. 

C.B. Brady moved up to 
chairman of the board when 
son Jon was named president. 
C.B. worked faithfully at the 
company he nurtured, until his 
death in 1992. The third gener- 
ation is now joining the busi- 
ness. Jon’s son, Jon W., is the 
vice president of sales, taking 
on responsibilities he’s been 
preparing for since he joined 
the company nearly three years 
ago. 

As happy as Jon P. is that his 
son has joined him in the busi- 
ness, he makes it quite clear 
that he never made either of his 
two sons (Chris is the younger 
son) feel like it was an obliga- 
tion to work at Brady Distribut- 
ing. “This business is not for 
everyone. We all know that. 
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Just because I followed in my 
father’s footsteps does not 
mean that my sons were ex- 
pected to do the same thing,” 
he explained. 

It’s obvious that Jon P. is 
proud of both sons. Chris is in 
the commercial lending divi- 
sion of the First Union National 
Bank, holding a very impres- 
Sive position. Said Jon P., “Jon 
has plunged into the coin ma- 
chine business like he was born 
to be here. I’m also very proud 
of Chris and the career he is 
pursuing.” 

How does Jon W. like work- 
ing in the family business? His 
answer summed up his feelings 
very precisely and without hes- 
itation: “I love it!” 

He added, “This is a fun busi- 
ness. We're selling enjoyable 
product for entertainment and 
fun. I'm acomputer junkie and 
have always been interested in 
video games. I’m still an avid 
game player. I remember when 
my dad would ask my advice on 
what games I liked; he still 
asks. 

“T’ve been here now full time 
for 2-1/2 years and I can’t be- 
lieve it’s been that long. I 
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Dewayne Poston (I) and Rick Baird from the service depart- 
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learned very quickly that our 
job is to please our customers. 
With the high cost of products, a 
machine that’s down is costing 
the operator income. And al- 
though it’s a challenging job, I 
remember someone. saying 
that it wouldn't be fun if it was 
easy!” 

We talked with three em- 
ployess who have been at Brady 
the longest: Blair Norris, Louise 
McCall, and Wayne Melton. 

Blair Norris has been there 
the longest by far, having joined 
Brady in 1961. Blair had been 
working for Redisco Finance 
Co. in Greenville, S.C., which 
did quite a bit of work with 
Brady Distributing. Brady had 
offered a job to another em- 
ployee of the finance company, 
who wasn't interested at the 
time. However, Blair’s name 
was suggested, and Brady 
made him the offer. 

Blair had a good reason for 
accepting, although it wasn't 
necessarily because he was 
anxious to get into the coin ma- 
chine business. The Norrises 
had been living out of town, and 
Blair’s wife Gayle really wanted 
to get back to Charlotte. This 
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offer was the perfect opportuni- 
ty to get back home. How did 
Gayle feel about Blair getting 
into the coin machine busi- 
ness? “Our friends all thought I 
was joining the mafia, but 
Gayle was so determined to get 
back to Charlotte, anything was 
OK with her!” chuckled Blair. 
What exactly was he hired to 
do at Brady? Let’s see, he re- 
calls that he was the reception- 
ist answering the phone, sold 
equipment as a salesman, post- 
ed the routes, and worked in 
the parts department. You have 
to remember there were only 
about 10 employees at that time 
so everyone took on several 
jobs. Blair added that he also 
typed his own orders. Type? He 
explained that to graduate 
from college he was required to 
type 35 words a minute, so he 
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could type! Oh, yes, he also 
kept the books and drove the 
trucks occasionally! 

We did ask Blair if he ever 
thought he'd be spending over 
30 years with Brady. “I really 
didn't. I was just so anxious to 
get back to Charlotte I would 
have taken about any job. Over 
the years I might have enter- 
tained thoughts of looking for 
another job, but I never did. 
The industry just got into my 
blood and it wasn’t long before I 
knew I'd never leave.” 

Louise McCall, who is a sec- 
retary, started at Brady 20 
years ago and said she |l never 
forget when she started: “I was 
over 50 at the time and decided 
to go to work after my children 
were grown. I'd put in an appli- 
cation but had no idea what 
kind of company Brady Distrib- 


uting was. When I went for the 
interview, I saw all of those pool 
tables and almost turned 
around and walked right back 
out of the door. 

“I had never been around 
anything like that and wasn't 
sure what to expect. But one 
thing I’ve learned over the 
years is how wonderful the peo- 
ple are in this industry. The 
people at Brady have been so 
wonderful to me. Here I am 
nearly 75 years old and they 
still let me work! It’s a great 
company and a great industry.” 

Another longtime employee 
is Wayne Melton, who has been 
with the company 18 years. He 
had been with another distribu- 
tor who handled the Automatic 
Products line. When Brady got 
the line, Wayne moved over to 
Brady. While he says that his 
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long-term goal was to work for 
Automatic Products, he was so 
satisfied with Brady that he 
feels no need to ever leave. 
“Brady has been very good to 
me and I feel a deep personal 
relationship with the family.” 

Wayne added this story about 
C.B. that illustrates his keen 
sense of humor: “C.B. was giv- 
ing a customer a tour of the 
new facility when they stopped 
in the warehouse. The cus- 
tomer asked Mr. Brady how 
many employees he had work- 
ing there. ‘About half of them,’ 
chortled Mr. Brady! I thought 
that was so funny and realized 
what a sharp sense of humor he 
had. We all miss him.” 

Steve Sprinkle, who joined 
the company in 1990, came to 
Brady with a strong back- 
ground in the industry and is 
now the vending sales manag- 
er. Larry Cooke joined Brady in 
1989 as the controller and chief 
financial officer. Other key staff 
members include Raleigh 
Rossow, Shane Overcash, 
Christine Brennan, Toni Helsel, 
Jack Giblin, Allen Hunter, Jim 
Dunn, Lee Braswell, and Lee 
Johnston. 


Expansion 

Brady Distributing has ex- 
panded over the years and now 
includes offices in Memphis, 
Tenn., Orlando, Fla., and Mia- 
mi, Fla. 

The Memphis office is headed 
up by Ron Harris. Ron was in 
charge of Rowe International 
Distributor Operations in Mem- 
phis before being promoted to 
regional sales manager with 
Rowe International, who owned 
the Memphis distributorship. 
When Brady purchased the of- 
fice in 1992, Jon asked Ron, who 
already had 16 years experience 
in the industry, to manage the 
Brady Memphis office. Ron 
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Harriet Peoples (I), who retired after 20 years, with Louise McCall, who has been 
with Brady for 20 years. 


gladly accepted. 

Ron says of his association 
with Brady: “It’s been a great 
pleasure to be associatied with 
such a strong and well-man- 
aged company. The leadership 
and the strengths that Jon 
brings to our business make 
everyone's job easier.” 

In Orlando, Brady bought the 
R.H. Belam office in 1991. Tim 
Paukner was named general 
manager in 1993 and says it’s 
been a pleasure. Tim had nine 
years of industry experience 
under his belt, having worked 
for another distributor previ- 
ously. Tim said, “I’m very happy 
to be working for Brady Distrib- 
uting and Jon Brady. He's a 
great guy. Of course, I love the 
coin machine business, and 
knock-on-wood, business has 
been tremendous.” 


Brady also bought the Belam 
office in Miami in 1989, and 
newly-named office general 
manager Enzo Celani was 
there at the time working as 
the parts manager. 

Celani, who got his start in 
the coin-op business working 
for an operator in Flushing, 
N.Y., went on to work in service, 
and then sales, and finally 
worked his way up to the posi- 
tion of assistant manager.

Oriental Trading hosts 
second Redemption Summit 


t was an idea whose time had 
come. Gather a cross-section of 
amusement industry operators, 
distributors, and manufacturers 
to tour expanded facilities of a 
leading prize merchandise sup- 
ply company, check out a new 
family entertainment center, 
and settle down to discuss the 
redemption market today.

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Oriental Trading Co. of Oma- 
ha, Neb., sponsored such a 
meeting in early March, the 
second in a series of OTC Re- 
demption Summits. The atmos- 
phere was casual and the agen- 
da was punctuated by social 
events that encouraged net- 
working with peers in the in- 
dustry. 

At the conclusion, attendees 
left asking for more. OTC had 
succeeded in transferring the 
company philosophy of CEO 
Terry Watanabe to the occa- 
sion: “take care of the cus- 
tomer’ and “if it’s not fun, it’s 
not worth doing.” 

Watanabe has been able to 
maintain a small company feel- 
ing in the face of meteoric 
growth over the last few years. 
Consider that in 1977 the com- 
pany employed a staff of 200; 
now that number tops 3,000 and 
will rise in August at the onset 
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niche from novelty items for the 
carnival and fair trade to party 
goods, giftware, and toys mar- 
keted through catalogs to 
schools, clubs, churches, and 
retail customers, as well as re- 
demption merchandise for the 
amusement industry in general 
and family fun centers in par- 
ticular. 

Summit attendees toured 
three OTC facilities: the new 
110,000-square-foot Ralston of- 
fice that’s devoted to the com- 
mercial division and includes a 
Showroom and complete re- 
demption center; the 325,000- 
square-foot Omaha main office 
that houses catalog services, 
business offices, and a ware- 
house; and the 406,000-square- 
foot primary storage facility in 
Underwood, Iowa. 

The growth won't stop here, 
if company history is any indi- 
cation. At both the Omaha and

Forty-two industry members 
enjoyed OTC’s hospitality, 
which included dinner at the 
Henry Doorly Zoo and a scav- 
enger hunt conducted within 
the world’s largest rainforest, 
the Lied Jungle.

Prize safety 

Diane Zipursky of Wiley, Rein 
& Fielding cautioned attendees 
about the importance of com- 
plying with safety and labeling 
requirements for children’s 
toys. “The Consumer Product 
Safety Commission is a small 
federal agency with a broad 
reach and the potential of a big 
bite,” she said. 

She explained that children’s 
toys are of particular interest to 
the CPSC. Government regula- 
tions regarding small parts on 
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Redemption Summit attendees tour the new Skateland/

toys ban any toy or article that 
presents a choking or aspira- 
tion hazard, and applies to 
items that can break into small 
parts. 

The CPSC looks at three as- 
pects: 1) the manufacturer's 
stated intent (targeted age), 2) 
where the items appear in a 
catalog, and 3) whether the 
item is commonly recognized 
for use by children under the 
age of three (most important).

Zipursky stressed the need 
to report any complaints about 
items won at your facility to the 
CPSC since unhappy parents 
may notify the agency them- 
selves. Said Zipursky, “If the 
agency finds that you knew 
about a problem and didn't in- 
form them, you could be liable.” 

She suggested setting up a 
separate display area for prizes 
for children under the age of 
three: “Items that are not toys

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Pizza attested to the stern ap- 
proach of the CPSC. “Respond 
promptly to the CPSC,” he said. 
“You may not know the current 
law, but they are not interested 
in that. CPSC is a federal 
agency, has the power to sub- 
poena, and can get into every 
aspect of your business. It is a 
real serious matter. Constant 
upgrading of information is re- 
quired.” 

Zipursky added, “The CPSC 
staff is committed to getting 
products they consider unsafe 
off the market. They will work 
with you, but they don't want to 
hear your sob story.” 

While determining the age 
level for toys can be difficult, 
it’s best to look at the size and 
color and even test toys your- 
self. Zipursky showed a plastic 
“choke tester” that can be kept 
handy to check for small parts 
that could render toys unsuit- 
able for children under the age 
of three. The tester is available 
at many toy stores. 


Looking at redemption 

Next, Joey Herd, president of 
the International Family Enter- 
tainment Center Association, 
discussed defining the term 
“family entertainment center.” 
Not everyone was in agreement 
since many centers strictly fo- 
cus on activities that appeal to 
young children, while others 
have a broader range of attrac- 
tions. 

Among the topics covered in 
open discussion were the 
spread of redemption, the val- 
ue of merchandizing, brand- 
name merchandise vs. unli- 
censed items, professionalizing 
the business, redemption as re- 
tailing, and redemption 
spreading into route opera- 
tions.

It’s a long way from the 
hand buzzers and whoopee cushions of yesteryear, although those 
are available too. 

Harry Watanabe opened the doors of OTC in the early ‘30s ona 
modest scale, at the back of a gift shop. The importing business ex- 
panded and necessitated a move to larger quarters in 1938. During 
World War II importation became difficult and Watanabe turned to 
domestic goods, purchasing a ceramics factory and making small 
ceramic items and Kewpie dolls. 

The company’s first catalog was offered in 1956. Today there are 
at least 12 specialty catalogs, including the newest, Terry's Village, 
which specializes in decorative items and unique gifts such as 
stoneware platters and seasonal wall hangings. 

Catalogs previously included items priced up to $12.95 each and 
now offer items up to $29.95 each. Orders come by mail and phone. 
The largest mail day can include 14,000 pieces; the day of the Re- 
demption Summit 5,000 pieces were being opened during a tour. 
Thousands of orders are processed on even a slow day. 

Warehouse facilities are divided into zones. The OTC staff has 
perfected a system of filling orders and keeping track of merchan- 
dise that elevates the term “organization” to a new level. 

Employees are treated with respect. Said Don Mickeliunas, a su- 
pervisor in telemarketing, “It’s a family atmosphere. We smile a lot. 
Management lets everyone know they’re doing a good job.” 

Customers are uppermost in the minds of all OTC staff. An indi- 
cation of the dedication to satisfied customers are the 103 employ- 
ees in the customer service department. They stand ready to answer 
questions, advise on item selection, and generally make sure cus- 
tomers get the right product on time. 

Harry’s son Terry, now president and CEO, took over the reins of 
the company in 1977. Since then it has enjoyed phenomenal growth 
importing merchandise from the Orient, Mexico, and Central and 
South America. A

a player to deposit credits ina 
game is twofold: 1) the player

Several recent simulation 
games have reached a high lev-

If one finishes

Game designers need to 
keep rewarding players who 
have spent a lot of money to ex- 
cel at a particular simulator, in- 
stead of offering many difficul- 
ties and ending the game at 
each level’s completion. After 
all, games such as Pac-Man 
would never have achieved 
enormous popularity if they 
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would have ended after each 
level. 


Cruis'n USA 

Theme: This highway race 
simulation is the next joint ef- 
fort between Midway and Nin- 
tendo following the already 
successful Killer Instinct. Play- 
ers choose from 14 connected 
tracks between San Francisco 
and Washington, D.C. Difficulty 
levels vary and there are secret 
options for two more tracks. 

Each segment of the race oc- 
curs in anew area of the coun- 
try and begins with the player 
in last place. All that is re- 
quired is to pass the other 10 
vehicles while avoiding oncom- 
ing traffic and sharp curves to 
reach the finish line. 

Graphics: Nintendo’s Ultra 
64 system powers this newest 
texture-mapped game. Areas 
traveled include the rolling 
hills of Hollywood, the Golden 
Gate Bridge of San Francisco, 
the cliffs of Arizona, and the ur- 
ban tunnels of Chicago. 

On-screen vehicles are the 
best looking yet, easily recog- 
nizable, and unlike box-like 
stock cars. Three view buttons 
allow perspective from within, 
behind, or above the vehicle. 
The best aspect is the attention 
to the details of American land- 
marks and road obstacles. 

Controls: It was a good move 
to release this game in four 
cabinet sizes: full-motion simu- 
lator that reacts physically to 
actions on-screen, twin deluxe 
sit-down that allows head-to- 
head competition, single driver 
sit-down that is stationary but 
comfortable, and upright ver-

sion with all the same visual 
technology yet able to fit almost 
anywhere. 

All models feature the DCS 
sound system, a steering wheel, 
four-speed shifter, start button, 
music selection button, brake 
and accelerator pedals, and 
three multiview buttons. 

Game Play: The player first 
chooses a race course, either 
from the entire country (in seg- 
ments) or from varying difficul- 
ty levels that begin the race at 
different points in the country. 
Next, automatic or four-speed 
manual transmission can be se- 
lected for any of the vehicles of- 
fered.

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work out of the player’s hands 
and makes contact with a foe 
difficult. The computer then 
randomly chooses an opponent 
and battle area from around 
the globe. 

When the action begins, the 
player will notice that various 
familiar combo moves will per- 
form either special hand-to- 
hand or mutant power attacks. 
Any successful hits will charge 
an X-meter, located below the 
character’s lifebar, that allows 
more special power use. 

Once the meter is full, a Hy- 
per-X attack is possible in or- 
der to inflict numerous hits. 
Each character can also move 
away from, dash toward, super 
jump, or throw an opponent 
with proper joystick move- 
ments. Performing the many 
applications of characters’ su- 
per powers is a treat for people 
who like the comic book, be- 
cause Capcom has made the 
video game _ interpretation 
more interesting than anything 
seen in the cartoon. 

Overall: This game and the 
still-young DarkStalkers repre- 
sent the pinnacle of standard 
video graphics in a fighting 
game.

Instinct is new may hurt its 
popularity, since the dark and 
gritty look begun with Mortal 
Kombat is still in demand. 


Panic Bomber 

Theme: This latest kit featur- 
ing Bombermen characters 
from Hudson Soft slightly 
changes theme to achieve a 
Tetris-like game. One player

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Bombermen as they fall from 
the top of the screen in three- 
piece configurations. These L- 
shaped pieces can be rotated to 
match up colors since three or 
more lined up in any direction 
will clear from the pile.

Graphics: The _ simplest 
graphics are utilized, that of 
circles and squares with smiley 
faces on them, strongly resem- 
bling Nintendo’s Dr. Mario. 

The screen is comprised of 
two side-by-side bottle-shaped 
playfields. Each Bombermen 
segment appears in the neck of 
the bottle, slowly descending to 
the bottom. The only other spe- 
cial effects come when the red 
bomb explodes, causing any 
stacked gray bombs to ignite. 

Controls: Panic Bomber is 
made for the SNK Neo-Geo sys- 
tem, and utilizes the joystick 
and only one of four standard 
buttons. The joystick causes 
Bombermen to move right or 
left, or speed downward faster 
than normal. Button A, as in 
Tetris, revolves the Lshape toa 
desired configuration. 

Game Play: There are some 
difficult aspects of game play. 
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For instance, if green 
Bombermen are lined up, they 
disappear and a gray bomb 
sprouts up in their place. 
Therefore, the men and their 
resulting bombs must be re- 
moved. This can be done by set- 
ting a rarely appearing red 
bomb as near as possible to the 
gray ones. 

Points are scored by the 
number of Bombermen of the 
same color that are lined up, 
and by the number of bombs 
detonated. Each time the com- 
puter or opponent explodes 
his bombs, pieces get trans- 
ferred to the player's field. If 
objects stack to the top, the 
game ends. 

Overall: Unfortunately, this 
installment of Hudson Soft’s se- 
ries lacks the addictive quality 
of the earlier games. This type 
of game play, which is usually 
very challenging and fun, ends 
up being confusing and much 
too difficult to enjoy. The quali- 
ty of the game seems good, evi- 
dent by the colorful graphics 
and cute sound effects. The 
play should have stayed as sim- 
ple as the rest ofthe game.

How to keep games 
earning their best 


lpha-Omega’s latest Tech News 
addresses some often encoun- 
tered difficulties with popular 
redemption games, and setting 
adjustments on pinball games. 
You can reduce down time by 
taking steps to solve minor 
problems, thereby maintaining 
peak earning potential. 

Feed Big Bertha 

Smart’s Feed Big Bertha is a 
ball toss game found in many 
game rooms. The game’s char- 
acter grows larger, through the 
use of air blowers, as balls are 
fed into Bertha’s mouth. 

The number one concern 
with this game is the ball gate 
breaking due to jamming from 
too many balls. There should be 
between six and eight balls only. 
Saying this is the easy part; 
keeping the game from filling 
up with balls can be difficult. 

Additional balls can find 
their way into Big Bertha from a 
number of sources: other 
games or the ballpits in the 
playport area. If the game con- 
sistently fills up, inform the site 
management and offer a 
demonstration if needed. A 
game that is down doesn’t make 
money for anyone, and it looks 
bad. 

An alternative is to check 
with the regional manager and 
have the game moved further 
away from the playport to re- 
duce the char:...e of those balls 
finding their way into the game. 

The parts that break on the 
ball gate are the coupler 
(screws loosen or strip), the 
gate monitor or its gearbox, and 
the power supply board (usual- 
ly the bridge rectifier shorts 
out). 

When calling the shop about 
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service, note whether the game 
is anew or older model. Smart 
Industries manufactured the 
older version of the game witha 
120V AC motor (with a capaci- 
tor) and a segment-type LED 
display. The newer model has a 
12V DC motor with a dot-matrix 
LED display. On both models all 
the electronics are mounted to- 
gether on a wooden board and 
can be pulled out for service as 
a complete assembly. 

If you are sending any of the 
boards to the shop for repair, it 
is advisable to pull out this 
whole assembly. With the as- 
sembly in-hand, we can power it 
up on the bench, hook up a 
speaker, and simulate other 
game functions. This will save 
the technician a trip to the 
nearest Feed Big Bertha loca- 
tion just to test the boards. 

A meter reading from the 
software can be accessed 
through the top access door 
over the ball gate using two au- 
dit buttons. Tape a list of the 
button functions on the inside of 
this door for future reference. 

The meter is the first audit 
function, but to get the full num- 
ber readout, the second button 
must be held in while looking at 
the front screen. This will give 
you a four- or five-digit number. 
Test functions of all the game 
parts are also accessed by both 
audit buttons. 

Alpha-Omega’s recommend- 
ed dipswitch settings are: 30- 
second game time, one ticket at 
game start, one ticket every 
three balls, burp feature on, at- 
tract mode of 60 seconds, five- 
ticket bonus at 900 points, and 
maximum ticket setting at 
eight. 
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Ribbit Racin’ 

Button update: Lazer-Tron 
now recommends extra rubber 
stops in the middle of each side 
of the bottom of the square but- 
ton. Even the thicker buttons 
are breaking due to Stress. 

Another difficulty: the light 
bulb in the button won't light 
(but the bulb is good) and the 
button may not score when hit. 

Solution: check for the button 
microswitches under the play- 
field and replace the ones that 
may be sticking. The computer 
will sense stuck switches and 
not turn on the light or score. 

Wacky Gator 

When you have a gator that 
has trouble moving back and 
forth, and you hear a grinding 
sound as it tries to move out, 
here’s the solution: open the top 
of the game and remove the 
gator from its stall. Then re- 


move the bottom playfield com- 
pletely by sliding it off the game. 
You may now look for any sup- 
port nylon bushings that may 
have fallen off of the drive gear 
shaft. 

If you have trouble locating 
where the bushing came from, 
just examine other drive units 
that were working properly and 
place the bushings accordingly. 

Gluing the bushing to the 
bracket that it is mounted to is 
not a bad idea, as long as you 
make sure no excess glue goes 
to the inner side of the bushing 
that rubs with the shaft. 

Twilight Zone, Judge Dredd 

Management has recently 
decided to set all Twilight Zone 
and Judge Dredd pinball games 
at quarter play. For those of you 
who have tried to reset these 
games, you probably already 
found out that it is not possible 


through their pricing program- 
ming options. 

We found out that the easiest 
way of doing it is to cut the wires 
to the coin switches and hook 
them up to the service credit 
switch. The service credit 
switch will always give you one 
credit per activation, no matter 
what pricing option you pro- 
gram. 

Once you have done this, 
make sure you disconnect the 
lower interlock switch in the 
coin door. If you don’t, as soon 
as you Close the door, it will not 
work. Also, from then on you 
should take your meter read- 
ings from “recent service cred- 
its, B.2 07” of the bookkeeping 
menu. A
